In thee have they taken ifcs-to ſhed

And ſecing the danger is ſo great that 
Perſons run themſelves into, that have 
had ſome knowledge of God , and do af- 
terwards let it go; Oler me Beg you in 
Gods fear,you that have owned God in his 
own way, or you that have had any of the 
manifeſtations of God to your Souls, that 
you keep cloſe to what you have received, 
that you have a ſpecial care of your own 
ſtanding ; thac ſo you Run nor Back- 
ward, leſt you Run to Your Own Rum ; 
for it is a dangerous thing , to look back : 
thereſore whoever thou art, I mult give 
thee that advice that the Lord Chriſt hath 
lefr recorded in Luke 17.

And further conſider , the ſaying of our 
Apoſtle, Heb.6.4. How Impoſſible it i to 
renew thoſe again by Repentance, who were 
once Enlightned, and have taſted of che 
Heavenly Gift , ad were made partakers 
of the Holy Ghoſt; And have taſted the 
good Tozd of God, a»d the Powers of 
the Wozldto come;:f they hall fall away, ſer- 
1mg they Crutifie 9 themſelves he Son of 
God afreſh, 4-4 put him :0 open ſhame. 

O be periwaded to look to your own 
ſtanding, ſo, as that you ſet your little 
ones, and thoſe that are about pou, A 
Fair Copy ; and endeavour ro make a 
good Pzoviſion for your ſelves and your 
Childzen, for the time to come, Even tor 
Ever and Ever ; Learning them both to 
Read, and allo ro ſee they put in Pzaſtice 
what out of this Pzimmer they ſhall learn; 

that ſo in their Youth, they may Learn to 
do as well as to ſap;for to ſap, and not to do, 
as our Savtour telleth us, 1s Phariſee like, 
Mat.23.3. 

And that they may be the better ac- 
quainted 
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quainted with the tholp Scriptures of 
Truth, be perſwaded to cauſe them to 
Learn the Books of the Did and New 
Teſtament by heart ; and teach them alſo 
to find our thoſe Texts of Scripture in 
the Bible, that they Read in this Pzim- 
mer ,-as thep Read them , that ſo when 
they ſhall be at any Hearing though in 
their Pouth , yet they may he able to find 
out that, Which ſeveral that are of riper 
years, by Reaſon of the want of uſe,are not 
able to do, 


And that they may be the better inabled 
to Read diftinly , Acquaint them per- 
fe&ly with the ffops or Points in Reading ; 
as the Comma (\ the Colox ( : ) the Se- 
micolon ( ; ) the Period (.) the Queſtion 
or Interrogatory Point ( ? ) the Admuration 
(!) andthe Parentheſis, () And withall 
let them know diſtinctly their times of 
Breathing at each Point. 

As to (top at a Comma,or cuarter breath, 
whillt one may rell two. 

At the Semicolon, whilit one can tell 
thee, 

Ar the Colon half a Breath, or whilſt one 
may tell five. 

At 
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At the Period, A whole Breath, or 
whulſt one may tell Ten. 

At the Jnterrogation, whilft one may 
tell Ten. 

And at the Admiration the ſame diſ- 
tance of time, whilſt one may tell Ten. 

And for their berter and more diſtin 
Reading,and perfe&t Underſtanding of any 
thing in Meter , Acquaint then what an 
Apoltrophie, or cutting off of a Spllable 
IS; as In a word of three Syllables, to 
pronounce it but as two; as Avmired, be- 
ing three Syllables, to make it but two, 
we write it Admir'd : and ſo in ſeveral 
other words , the which wilt be very Pro- 
fitable to the Learners to have a perfect 
underſtanding of, And when they are 
Learning they may as well be taught the 
one ne A other, that ſo in their Reading, 
they may make ſenſe of what they read, if 
ſenſe be written. 


Friends, We are fallen into the latter 
eimes, wherein we ſee [nquity doth abound. 
And the love of many doth wax cold;theretore 
I ſhall once more Beg you to be Diligent 
to Teach your Littlz ones, both to Kead

And foraſmuth as we our ſelves,in all 
our undertakings , do make the boly 
Scriptures to beour Diretlory, both in 
Dottrine and Diſcipline, in the Worſhip 
and Service of God, and alfo tn our Con-

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verſations and Attings towards Men,of 
what rank or quality ſoever they be,wbe- 
ther Supertors, Equals, or Inferiours, 
and that either inD1ſcourſe or Commerce:

And that our Children may become 
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fuchy I bave thought good to ſet down 
a conſiderable part of Serthture 
Names, of Perſons, Places and Things, 
that ſo when they ſoall come to reaaing 
the Scriptures, thoſe hard Names that 
are difficult to thoſe that were learned 
m former Primmers , may be eafie to 
them ; by which means they will be the 
better encouraged to read, and the better 
enabled to underſiand what they read. 
For many times the difficulty of the 
Names doth ſo take uþ the Sences, both 
to Spell and Pronounce them, as that the 
Subſtance of the matter #5 loſt. So that 
the Learning thereby intended, which 1 
Knowledge and Hnder ſtanding ts ſeldom 
attatned, end their reading comes upon 
that account, to little or nothing for ta 
Read and not to Underſtand, 1s not to 
Read. 

Therefore that Reading and Knder- 
flanding may go band in band together, 
I have by Drome aſſiſtance, tompoſed 
this Primmer, and preſented it to Pub-

Therefore , Be ſure that theu eat not the 
Blood, fo2 the Bloodis the Life, and 
thou mayeſt not eat the Life with the 
Fleſh, Deut.12.23. 

Thou ſhalt not eat it', thou ſhalt pour it 
wpon the Earth as water, verſ\.24. 

Thou thalt not eat it, that it may go 
well with the , and with ” Childzen af- 
ter thee, when thou ſhalt do that which 
15 right in the light of the Lozd, verſ-25, 

For, —Thon ſhalt not eat the Blood, 
thou ſhalt pour ic upon the ground as wa- 
ter, Deur.15.23. 

For this Was the fan of Iſrael of old, at the 
ſmurong of the Philiſtines ; For ſaith the 
Text , They (mote the Philiftines that 
day from Pichmaſh ro Ajalon , and the 
People were faint, 1 Sam.14.31. 

And the People flew upon the ſpoil, 
and rook Sheep, and Oren, and Calves, 
and flew them on the ground, and the 
Peole did cat them wich the Blood, 
verſe 32, 


And 
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eAnd they told Saul ſaying , Behold the 
People fin againſt the Lozd, in that they 
cat with the Blood ; And he ſaid, Ye have 
tranſgreſled or dealt treacherouſly before 
me this day, ver/. 33. 

And Sax! ſaid, Diſperſe your ſelves 
among the People, and ſay unto them, 
Bring me hither every man his Dx , and 
every man his Sheep, and ſlay them here, 
andeat, and finnot againſt the Lozd in 
eating with the Blood ; And all the Peo- 
pl: b:o:2ht every man his Or with him 
that might, and flew them there, ver/. 34. 

For ſaith the Lord by bis Prophet, Eze.z3. 
25. Ye eat withthe Blood, and lift up 
your Eyes towards pour Jvols , and ſhed 
Blood ; and ſhall ye poſlefle the Land? 

3. Under the Goſpe/,\Blood is fozbidden 
to Believers or Golpel Diſciples ; For, ſay 
our Apoſtles, As touching the Gentiles 
which believe, we have written and con- 
cluded, that they obſerve no ſuch things 
(as waſhings and flayings) ſave onely that 
they keep themſelves from things offered 
unto Jdols, and from Bloody, and from 
things ſtrangled, and from Fonication, 
Acts15.29, 21,25, 

And ſaid Pater the Apiſile, Why tempt 

] 2 ye 
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ye God to put a Poke upon the neck of the 
Diſciples, which neither we nor our Fa- 
thers were able to bear. 

Then ſaid the whole Afſembly,Yerſ, 28.Tt 
ſeemed goo1 to the Holy Ghoſt, and to us, 
fo put upon you no greater Burden then 
theſc neceſary things, That ye abſtain from 
meats offered unto Tdols, and from Blood, 
and from things ſtrangled, and from Fo2- 
nication. 

And ſtd John the Revelator in his Meſ- 
ſage from the Lord Chriſt to the Angel of the 
( haich of Thyatira,Rev.2.24,25.Uuto pou 
I ſay,and to the reſt of Thyatirs, As many 
as have not this Doctrine (or the Dottrine 
of Jezebel) and have not known the 
rep:hz of Satan as they ſpeak, I will puc 
upon you none other durthen ; But what 
yea have already hold faſt nll I com:. 

[ herefore ſaid the Lord Chriſt , Take my 
pake upon you , and learn of me, for 1 
am meek and lowly of heart, and ye thall 
find reſt for your Souls ; For my poke is 
ealie, and my burthen is light, Marth. 11, 
20, JO, ; 

For I fay unto you, That except pour 
Richtcouſneſs, 1111 exceed the Rinhte- 
euſneſs of the SCcibes and Phariſees,

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ye ſhall in no wiſe enter into the Kingdom 
of Heaven, Mat.5.20, 

Ye have heard, that it was ſaid to them 
of old time , Thou ſhalt not Kill : And 
whoſoever Kkilleth ſhall be in danger of 
Judgement, verl.21. 

Bur I ſay unto you , that whoſoever 'is 
angry with his Bzother without a cauſe, 
ſhall be in danger of the Judgement : and 
whoſoever ſhall ſap to his Brother, Racha, 
ſhall be in danger of the Councel : bur 
whoſoever ſhall ſap , Thou fool, (hall be 
in danger of Hell fire, verſ.22. 

Again, Ye have heard that it bath been 
ſaid, An Eye for an Eye, and a Tooth for 
a Tooth, verſ\.38. 

Bur I ſay unto you, Reſiſt not evil : but 
whoſoever ſhall mite thee on the right 
Cheek,turn to him the other alſo, verſ\.39, 

And if any witt Tue thee at: the Law, 
and take away thp Coat, ler him have thy 
Cloak alſo, verſ\.40. 

Alſo , Ye have heard that ithath been 
ſaid, Thou ſhall Love thy Neighbour, 
and hate thine Enemy, verſ\.43.4 

But I ſay unto» you, Love your [Ene- 
nues , Blelle them thar Curſe you, do 
Kood to them that hate you , and p2ay for 

them 
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them that deſpitefully uſe pou, and perſe- 
cute you, verſ.44. 

That pe map be the Childzen of your 
Father which is in Heaven ; for he mia 
his Sun to Riſe on the Evil and on the 
Good, and ſendeth Rain on the Juſt and 
the Unjuft, verſ.45. 

For if ye love them which love you, 
what reward have pe ? do not even the 
Publicans the ſame ? ver/.46. 

Be ye therefore peife&, even as your

Therefore, Recompence no man Evil 
for Evil, provide things honeſt in the fight 
of all men, Rom.

For, 97 thou haſt the Priviledge of Eating of the
